HOW THEY TAKE FOOD. 


The Various Ways in Which Living Creat: , 
ures Eat. 


has fire teeth in five jaws--onc in each 
jaw—~all the five immediately surround- 


ing the stomach. The jaws have a pe- 
euliar centralized mvution, all turning 


inward and downward so that they also 
act as feeders. 

Snails have teeth on their tongues, 
hundreds ef them.says the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, but, as if these were net. 


enough, some have them also in their” 


stomach. 

The cuttlefish, which, among other 
stranve things. always walks with its 
head downward, does not chew its food 
atall, but mastieates with its gizzard. 
So d» geese, fowls, ducks, and indeed all 
mod-rn birds. Seizing their food in 
their beaks they swallow it whole, if 
grain or seed, and in large pieces if it be 
fruit or bread. In that condition it goes 
into the gizzard, a powerful muscle with 
very tough, horny lining, which acts as 
a mill, being sufficiently powerful to 
pulverize uncooked corn. To assist in 
the milling process all grain-cating 
birds swallow little pieces of gravel, 
glass, crockery, metal, ete., the horny 
interior of the gizzard being sufficiently 
tough to escape cutting by these mate- 
rials. Itis because of this fact that the 
ostrich has acquired his reputation of 
enjoying a ferruginous diet. 

Even when they had teeth birds only 
used them to take their food, depend- 
ing upon the gizzard for mastication 
then as now. a 

Fishes and reptiles use tneir teern for 
the same purpose, that of taking their 
food, but, like the birds, they gulp down 
their food unchewed, and unbroken if 
possible. 

There are, however. exceptions. The 
ray, or skate, for instance, has a mouth 
set transversely acrossits heal, the jaws 
working with a rolling motion like two 
hands set back to back. In the jaws are 
three rows of flat tecth, set like a mosaic 
pavement, and between these rolling 
jaws the fish crushes oysters and other 
mollusks like so many nuts. 

The carp’s teeth are set back on the 
pharynx, so that it may be literally said 
to masticate its food in its throat. The 
carp, too, is about the only eud-chewing 
fish, the coursely swallowed food being 
forced up to these throat teeth for com- 
plete mastication. ; 

Some fishes are absolutely toothless, 
like tho sueker and lamprey;

SCIENTIFIC SPECIALS. 


THE chief chemist of the London Gas 
Company has succeeded in making 
from the refuse of a gas retort a perfect 
emerald. The cost of making the gem. 
hewever, was many times greater than 
that for which a natural siume would be 
purchased at a jeweler’s. 

OZoNE is now produced by a new elec- 
trical process, the details of which are 
not given. It is stated that it is ex- 
tracted from the atmosphere instead of 
direct from oxygen, as furmerly. The 
hygienic and commercial value of the 
new invention, should it prove success- 
ful, can not easily be estimated.

It is a great mistake to infer 
power from any kind of violence or rest- 
lessness. True power is allied with 
composure, with calmness, with self-re- 


straint; and real power is manifested 


in restraint and composure and not 
in violence of speech or action 
A man of nervous organization re- 
cently said that he had = gained 


immense benefit by simply watching 
the modulations of his voiee and per- 
sistently resisting the inclination to 
run into high tones.
